Not the Only Victim 


fHAT tho slroot car company is losing money 
!i in its operations nt the present time is very 
likely true. There is no reason to doubt the 
fisurcs which they have presented to the coun- 
cil in the effort to shift equipment entirely to 
one-man cnrs or obtain an increase in fares, 
But the street cnr company has "nothing to be 
stuck up about" in its plight, as a visitor ex- 
plained to a patient during the "flu" epidemic, 
Losing money is perhaps rather the rule than 
the exception at the present time. The street car 
company is not much worse off, if any, than any 
one of a dozen businesses in this community 
that arc losing money in their daily operations. 


Of course this condition is presumed to be 


temporary. Business operated at a profit in the 
past and will do so again when conditions are 
restored to normal. 
But for the present it re- 


mains subject to the reaction of economic laws, 
and whether a concern has shut down and is 
"eaten up by overhead", or continues operating 
with a debit balance even- month makes but 
little difference. 
In any event it is not paying 


expenses, much less making a profit. 
The con- 


dition is not peculiar to La Crosse. nor does it 
obtain in even- instance. But by and large it is 
the same all over the country. Business shows 
.signs of improving, but the improvement has 
not yet overcome the conditions which make it 
the plain fact that this is a poor year for mak- 
ing money in almost even.- line. 


The street car company is suffering under 


lits share of this unpleasant load, without doubt. 
.Fewer people are riding to work because of fac- 
tories shut down, those that are at work shy at 
seven cent Cure. and find it more economical to 
•Tide bicycles. But the conditions responsible for 
this situation are nlso folt by every mnnufnclur- 
•cr, retailer or jobber in La Crosse, to say noth-' 
Jng of individuals. The only difference between 
the street car company and other business that 
.is not making profits seems to be that the street 
car utility hns a plan for shifting the burden, 
while other business can only grin and bear it. 


If the company had proposed some curtail- 


ment of service, perhaps, to tide over the bad 
.period, or some other expedient not calculated 
'to be more permanent than the emergency, it 
might well have proved 
that their proposal 


would have been sympathetically received by a 
public on terms of close personal acquaintance 
^ith the need of retrenchment. But the com- 
pany's suggestion to meet its losses by junking 
present equipment in favor of a type obviously 
loss comfortable and adequate in service, with a 
raise in fare, to prohibitive, levels as an alterna- 
tive, was certain to sit badly. People cannot fail 
to realize that the installation of one-man cars 
and the disposal of the bigger Vehicles would be 
an almost irrevocable s'ep. No matter if busi- 
ness should be permanently restored to prosper- 
% within a month after the old 'cars had been 
supplanted the one-man cnrs would remain, with 
their discomforts and inconveniences.
